Second Meeting 


At the end of the, second 
conference, betwoen the taxi 
operators and thejr former 
drivers held in the offices of 
the Deputy Lubour Commis- 
sioner yesterday, it was an- 
nounced that the only agree- 
ment ‘reached between the two 
parties was that 283, instead 
of 243, of the employees would 
be taken back by hte com- 
panies. y 

There were two conferences 
held vesterday, one from 10 a.m, 
to 12.30 p.m,, and the second from 
3.30 p.m, to 7 p.m., both attended 
by Mr. Q.A.A. Macfadyen, Major 
UF.G. Chnuvin, nnd Mr. K.A. 
Boker. 

In the morning, the strikers’ 

reputics demanded that 354 of the 
450 men be re-instated. The cm- 
ployers countered with 283 and 
refused to dismiss any of the new 
mien, 
_ When thé meeting was resumed 
in the nfternoon, the strikers un- 
nounced their willingness, to ac 
cept. the Hgure of 283 provided 
that thd men be chosen by the 
Union. 7 

The operators rejected this pro-’ 
posal on the ground that many of 
the former drivers were useless 
and were merely supercargo on 
their payrolls. They suggested 
thnt cx-cmployees — re-register 
with thelr respective employers, 
and that the management should 
have the right to chooso their 
own men. 

Without agreeing to this pro- 
posal. the Motorcars Drivers’ As- 
sociation representatives put, for- 
ward the further proposal that ali 
future vacancies be filled by thoau, 
nat reinstated. 

The representatives of tho tax! 
companies refused this suggestion 
but voiced their readiness to make 
out lists of those men for future 
reference. However, they reserved 
the right to employ new men 
should the necessity arise.

proposals, and that they will 
notify the Labour Commissioner 
of any decision they may make,

It was disclosed today that the 
State Department felt it was 
not desirable for the ‘United 
States to insist ‘on international 
ownership of the Ruhr Valley. 

The Co-operative League of the 
United States made public a Ict- 
ter from the head of the Central 
Européan Affairs Diviston, in 
whch the official said the Ruhr 
"does not scam necessary to re- 
quire. internatlonalising = owner- 
ship.” 

Mr. Murray Lincoln, Leaguc 
President, hud proposed. that 
Rubr ownership be internation- 
alised and, industries operated un- 
der an internattonal public’ re- 
gources authority, ~ 

Mr, Beam, head of the Euro~ 
pean Division, suid the recently 
concluded six-power  areement 
on the Ruhr, which leaves final 
disposition of the plants to u de- 
mocratic German — government, 
prevented its return fo the former 
Nazi owners. He wrote that re- 
sources of the Ruhr “are not only
